the affidavit, he was immediately ar- 
rested, placed against the wall of the 
station and shot, 

Three other French youths, who 
were among the same crowd detained 
at Torracha by Germans. protested 
at the killing and were told to shut 
thelr mouths, They were then led 
to the place where the Frenchman 
was shot, a group of officers fired at 
them as they fell Women in the 
vicinity wept, the affidavit recites, 
knowing what had happened. 

Another Frenchman who shouted 
assassin’ was shot, the affidavit 
Says, while the two Italians were 
killed on the road betWeen Waldshut 
and Immendingen 

One of them was killed in an argu- 
ment over the closing of a train win- 
dow and the other because he object- 
ed to a German sitting on him,
